I get letters from people who feel sure. 


they have found a good cure for some disease, 
and are distressed because we doctors do not 
care to buy it or test it out. Often they appeal 
‘to me for help, and usually I have to say 
that there is nothing very new or promising 
about their prescription. Sometimes it turns 
out to be a médicine that was given up as 
useléss a hundred years ago, long before I 
was born. 

Most persons think we physicians are too 
““snooty” to use a remedy found by a man 
who is not an MD, but they are so wrong. 
Last year there were some 450. new drugs 
Synthesized and put on the market, and I 
imagine all of them were made by chemists 
and none were discovered by physicians, 

Years ago, the great Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, the professor of anatomy at Harvard, 
wrote that doctors of old “learned from a 
monk how to use antimony, from a Jesuit 
how to cure agues (malaria), from’ a friar 
how to ‘cut for. the stone’ (remove a stone 
from the urinary bladder), from a soldier 
how to treat gout, from a sailor how to 
keep off scurvy, from a Postmaster. how to 
sound the Eustachian whe (that runs from 
the throat to the ear), and from a dairy-maid 
how to prevent smallpox” (she told Dr.
